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RUSSIA REFUSES — 
TO OBEY ORDERS 


ALLIED 


ONDON, July 19,4a.m—While evidence accumulates 
daily that China has long been preparing a military organ- 
ization in anticipation of the present conflict, and that the 

area of rebellion is continually extending, harmony among the 
allies, which is necessary to meet such a grave situation, is still 
deplorably lacking. : 

The Russians have refused Admiral Seymour’s request to 
hand over the restored Taku-Tien Tsin railway to the English 
company and it is rumored that Germany purposes taking a se- 
rious independent step, namely, to patrol the Yang Tse Kiang 
with German men of war. 

Such a step would be greatly resented by Engtand. A dis- 
patch from Che Foo says: : 

“Prince Tuan has mobilized 950,00 men, divided into differ- 
synt corps. The northern corps has been ordered to expel for- 
eigners from Amur. | 

“The Pekin army is divided into four corps, the first of 
which is to operate against Mukden and occupy the roads be- 
tween Pekin and Shan Hai Kuan; the second is to concentrate 
at Tien Tsin, and the third at Pekin, from whence a_ column 
numbering 40,000 will be sent to Wei Hai Wei and Tsin Tau. 
while the fourth corps will concentrate at Nankin. There are 
now 23,000 Japanese troops in China. The Chinese fleet is con- 
centratng in the China sea and hostilities ate expected. 


DISCORD BFCOMING APPARENT. 


Still more alarming news has been conveyed to The Daily 
Express from Tokio, to the effect that the apparent reluctance 
of Germany and Russia to consent to a Japanese commander for 
the army corps has led the Japanese government to delay the 
forwarding of the division already mobilized. The Standard, 
in an alarmist editoral, says: ae 

“It is useless any longer to hide from ourselves the fact that 
China has declared war on civilization and has plunged into the 
conflict with rabid frenzy. It is equally futile to discuss whether 
hostilities are being waged by .the Chinese government, inas- 
much as it is evident that an administration of some kind exists 
and is directing the anti-foreignmovement. Unless unmistaka- 
ble evidence exculpating the Pekin government is promptly 
forthcoming the powers should treat China as a bellgerent state 
and act accordingly.” 

A similar line.of comment is taken by the other morning 
papers. All applaud the course of Count Von Buelow, the Ger- 
man foreign secretary, in stopping cipher telegrams from the 
Chinese legaton in Berlin and all urge the other powers to fol- 
low Germany’s example. , 

The Russian general staff denies the reports that the Chi- 
nese have captured Blagovetchensk, capital of the province of 
Amur, and it is reported from Irkutsk- that the Russians have 
taken Aigun. 


RUSSIA SUSTAINED GREAT LOSS. 


semA. special dispatch from Tien Tsin distributes the number of 
those killed at the capture of the native city as follows: - Rus- 
sians 100, Japanese 57, British 40, and Americans 37. | 

The correspondent who sends this asserts that, thousands of 
Chinese were killed and that fighting was still going on when his 
dispatch was sent in various parts of Tien Tsin. 

With reference totherumors that Europeans’ were seen 
working the Chinese guns at Tien Tsin, The Standard learns that 
eight Russian military instructors, forcibly detained by the Chi- 
nese, were compelled'to work the guns. One escaped and 
reached the Russian lines with his hands bound. 

A special correspondent of The Daily Express at Tien Tsin 
contrasts the “splendid work and perfect equipment” of the 
Japanese wth the “inadequate supplies of the British, German 
and American contingents, which are terribly lacking in the most 
obvious. necessaries.” 

The first boxer proclamation has made its, appearance in 
Shanghai It declares that Kwan, the war god,: desires the 
blood of foreigners and threatens ten plagues if the boxer tenets 


are not followed and spread. 

The governors of the provinces of Hu Nan, Hu Pi and Po 
Nan have now openly joined Prince Tuan and are. now march- 
ing overland with their armies to Pekin. oe 

A German relief column, sent into the interior of the prov- 
ince of Shang Tung to endeayor to rescue a party of thirty mis- 
sionaries—German, American and British—has returned without 
having obtained any tidings of their whereabouts,. and it is 
feared all have been slain.

Washington, July 18.—‘‘There will be no 
further withdrawal of troops from the 
Philippines for segvice in China, That 
is the policy determined upon and that 
will.be adhered to.’’ A cabinet officer to- 
day mdde this statement and then added: 

‘General MacArthur's dispatches on the 
necessity of retaining there all the troops 
save those already under orders are clear. 
It would be unsafe to take any more 
away.’’ 

“Then, under no circumstances will 
the forces in the Philippines be drawn 
upon,’ he was asked. 

‘“T am not going to say that any con- 
clusion reached is an absolute finality, 
but this much is ‘positive. No develop- 
ment in the situation is apprehended 
such as will call for a change in this pol- 
icy as to our troops in the Philippines, 
in the present light of events.’’ 

Congress To Take No Hand. 

‘‘Does the situation demand the calling 
of congress?’ 

‘“‘We do not anticipate any extra session 
of congress,’’ he said.

mander living of the battle of Atlanta, which was fought on the 20th of 
July, 1864, reached the city last night at 8 o’clock direct from his home in 
Chattanooga. eit 

The general, despite his seventy-nine years, is as straight as any young 
man and carries himself with nis old time soldier bearing. His right lies 
drags slightly. Between his eyes ‘gs a deep wrinkle, giving to his face a severe 
appearance, but the wrinkle te not the outward sign of a sour disposition. It 1s 
a bullet wound. The general is affable and courteous, cordial and generous.

“ONE FLAG FOR ALL’ 


GENERAL ALBERT D. SHAW, commander-in-chief of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, was seen shortly after his arrival yesterday afternoon by a 
Constitution reporter. He was brimming over with enthusiasm. He said: 

“I am glad to be back in this delightful city «nce more, and on such a con- 
genial mission. Your peopie gave me such a splendid reception on the occasion 
of my recent visit during the early spriag, that I have sung the city’s praise fur 
and wide over the many thousands oI miles I bave traveled since I was cere 
last. 

“T have crossed almost the entire continent at much personal inconvenience 
to be here during this reunion, and in the pleasure I anticipate I find ample . 
payment for all the trouble it has cost me. 

“The beauty and the glory of this reunion lie not in the numbers who will 
attend it, but in its significance and the broad spirit of patriotism that prompted 
it. I am proud to have a share in the ceremonies attendant upon it. Let us for- 
get the past, except as it ig history. The estrangement of the two sections of the 
country is fraught with many unpleasant memories to both sides. 

“It is the present and the future we have to deal with. The voung nfén of the 
south who are giving up their Ifives for the flag in foreign countries are the 
heroes of the nation. I have only to instance Worth Bagley in Cuba and poor 
Captain Davis, of Atlanta, who vo gallantly gave up his life in China the other 
day, as evidences of this new national sentiment of a reunited countty, | 

“The men of Atlanta who conceived and are responsidie for this reunion 
do not know how well they have builded. Not until the widespread resuits that 
will follow begin to become apparent Will this epoch-marking event be appre- 
ciated at its true value. 

“We are all men of one country and one flag now. Let us forget the past 
and its animosities. I have no patience or toleration for those misguided per- 
sons who persist in referring to tae men of the south- who fought in the late war 
as ‘rebels’ and ‘traitors.” They were no more rebels and traitors than we who 
fought for the union were. We should put behind us al! the signs and emblems 
of that civil strife, and let the stars and stripes suffice.”’ 


“NO NORTH, NO SOUTH” 


MAJOR GENERAL T. J. WOOD, United States army, retired, of Dayton.

Washington, July 18—General Leonard 
Wood spent three hours today in consul- 
tation with Secretary Root, having come 
from Havana at the latter’s request to 
discuss the Cuban military situation. 

General Wood reiterated his opinion that 
it would be very undesirable to withdraw 
more than the three regiments now under 
orders to leave the island. 

The removal of the troops now under 
orders will reduce the American force in 
Cuba to a little more than 5,000 men. These 
General Wood considers essential to the 
welfare of the island until after the com- 
ing constitutional convention. The date 
for this has not yet ‘been fixed and about 
six weeks’ notice wil have to be given 
owing to the slowness of rural communi- 
cation. The election of delegates to the 
convention probably will be over the Ist 
of October. 

Dictatorship Feared. 

The Cubans do not want the Américan 
troops replaced by native volunteers at 
this time. because of the opening this 
would make for a military dictatorship. 

It was stated att the war department this 
afternoon that the determination had been 
reached in spite of General Wood's ex- 
pressed view on the subject of Cuban 
troops, to withdraw another regiment 
from the island for service in China if 
need be. The regiment to be withdrawn 
has not yet been determined upon, but 
this will be decided in a short time. This 
will make four regiments withdrawn from 
Cuban service and will reduce the force 
in the island to about 4,000 men.

PROMINENT REPUBLICASN TESTIFY

Georgetown, Ky., July 18.—In the trial 
today of Caleb Powers, charged with com- 
plicity in the Goebel shooting, John A. 
Black, of Barbourville. a banker and a 
republican of prominence, was the first 
witness. He said Powers came to him in 
January to advise him as to the propriety 
of the mountain organization which he 
said Pow«rs was getting up. 

“I asked Powers,” said witness, “what 
sort of a crowd he was getting up, and 
he said he was organizing an armed mob 
to go to Frankfort. I discouraged this, 
and told him. it would injure the repub- 
lican party, and woud be a stigma on our 
end of the ‘state, and ought to be aban- 
doned. Powers, however, insisted that the 
mob should be formed. His idea wus that 
it would intimidaie the legislature.” 
Black, continuing, said: 

Powers Remonstrated With. 

“I saw Powers later and again remon- 
strated against the mountain mob going 
to Frankfort. Powers toll me it was be- 
ing formed with fhe approval of Governor 
Taylor, Charles Finley and other repub- 
lican leaders at Frankfort: Charles Fin- 
ley also came to me and endeavored to 
get me to co-operate with them. I pro- 
tested bitterly. Powers became very an- 
gry with me on account of the position I 
took. I tried to dissuade them from the 
dirty band, and to send good citizens, 
people of influence, if any.” 

_& check from Charles Finley to the 
Louisville and Nashville railroaa for $1,000 
for transportation of the men to Frank- 
fort was produced by Black in response to 
a question from the prosecution. 

W. H. Culton, who is under indictment 
as an accessory to the' Killing of Governor 


Goebel, was called next. 


Counsel for the defense raised a noint 


| mahinet the competency of Culton as 4 
witness, he being under indictmen: along 
with Powers and others as a co-conspira- 
tor, and not having been tried. The jury 
was excluded during the argument of the 
point. The point was overruled. 

Culton said he attended a conference at 
Frankfort, 
and others were present, and the matier 
of bringing mountain-men to the state 
capital was being discussed. 

Hamp Howard, Frank Cecil and other 
mountiin men were asked by Powers how 
many they could bring from Harlan, Beil 
and other counties. They promised to 
bring from fifty to sixty from each of the 
counties. Fowers sald, according to the 
witness, that when the men arrived at 
Frankfort they-.would give the democratic 
legislators thirty minutes in which to set- 
tle the contests, “and if they did not set- 
tle it in that time, they would kill every 
one of them.” : 

Young Culton’s Testimony. 

Culton said Henry Youtzey came to him 
and told him he had fotnd a way Goebel 
could be k:lled and no one find out who 
did it. Youtzey said if could be done 
from the secretary of gtate’s office, and 
showed some steel bullets, Witness told 
Youtgzey such a thing should not be done. 

Ex-Governcr Bradley told witness he 
jad heard Goebel was to be killed, and 
said it must not be done, Witness. saw 
Youtzey again, and the latter saié the 
idea had been abandoned. Culton said 
Powers distributed the money among the 
various caj tains who were to bring thd 
mountaineers to Frankfort. 

“Don’t know,” said the witness, 
‘‘who furnished it. Tayior furnished 
me she money to bring the Jackson 
county crowd.” 


Witness heard W. R.-Johnson, of Jack- 
son county, talked about killing Goebel 
with nitro-glycerine. Witness said Tay- 
lor did not want the mountain men to go 
home. Witness raid Powers said they 
ought to be sent away, as they had not 
done what they were brought there for. 

Witness told Taylor what Powers said. 
Taylar replied that Powers was a hot- 
headed d—n fool, but he would wait, and 
everything would be all right. Witness 
said Taylor sent word:to Powers that he 
would pay the expenses of the men. Wit- 
ness went to Berry Howard and others, at 
Taylor's instance, and told them the gov- 
ernor wanted them to remain, and not 
go home as Powers wantei them to do. 

On the day of the Van Meter-Berry 
contest Taylor sent Orders by witness to 
assist Adjutant General Dixon to have 
the troops in the arseaal ready to bé call- 
ed out it a moment’s notice. The court 
adjourned with Culton onthe stand.

Suicide of Charles Y, Rich- 
-ardson in Savannah, 


MCT WAS WELL PLANNED 


He Had Been In Bad Health for a} 


Long Time, 


WAS OFTEN SEEN IN THE ARMORY | 


Yesterday He Laid Down on a Pile of 
Blankets and Shot Himself 
Through the Body with a 
Rifle—Death Was In- 

stantaneous. 


Savannah, Ga., July 18.—(Special.)—Mr. 
Charles Y. Richardson, a well-Known Sa- 
vannahian and an old resident, commit- 
ted suicide this morning at the armory 
of the First regiment of infantry, on 
Abercorn street, by shooting himself 
with a regulation 45-caliber military rifle. 
The bullet passed through his body and 
death was instantaneous. The act was 
committed in the company room of the 
Oglethorpe Light Infantry, of which Mr. 
Richardson had been for many years a 
member. The suicide was evidently care- 
fully planned and the details were al] 
arranged. Mr. Richardson has been in 
the habit recently of sitting about the 
armory during the morning with Ser- 
geant Fahey, the janitor. He has not 
been in good health and because of his 
attachment for the Oglethorpes and the 
First regiment he liked to linger about 
the cool corridors of the armory and | 
talk about military affairs with the ser- 
geant. 

This morning Mr. Richardson went into 
the armory and after a few moments’ 
conversation with the sergeant went to 
the Oglethorpes’ room. In a few mo- 
ments the shot was heard, and investi- 
gation disclosed the fact that Mr. Rich- 
ardson was lying dead on a pile of blank- 
ets. No inquest was held. 

Mr. Richardson has been in bad health 
for some time and had suffered a great 
deal from melancholy. About a year and 
a half ago he attempted to take his life 
by taking poison in the Odd Fellows’ 
building, but haid work of physicians 
saved him.

HAVE SAVED THE WOMEN 


Washingtcn, July 18.—One of the first 
callers at the state department today was 
W. W. Rockhill, director of the bureau of 
American republics, whose name has been 
mentioned with those of ex-Minister John 
Barrett and Colonel Denby as among the 
possible successors of Minister Conger as 
the United States representative in Chine 
in case *he latter is dead. After his inter- 
view with the secretary of state, which 
lasted an hour, Mr. Rockhill said he had 
rot had the subject of a Chinese mission 
of any sort suggested to him, and that he 
had no expectation of returning to the 
orient. ; 

Mr. Rockhill is one of the few officials 
who still retains a ray of hope that some 
of the members of the legations in Pekin 
may have escaped. 

His hope for some of the fugitives 
is based on his knowledge of the re- 
lations existing for the past twenty 
years between Sir Robert Hart, the 
British customs officer, and some 
of the most powerful officials in Pe- 
kin. Some of these officials owe all 
they have and are to the friendslip 
of Sir Robert, and it is within the 


limits of possibility that they have 


been able to secrete at least some of 


the women of the foreign party where 
they can weather the storm until re- 
lief reaches Pekin. 


OFFICERS NOT WOUNDED.

Captain C. G. Long, of marine corps, 
reported wounded, entered the marize 
corps July 1, 1891, having been appointed 
from Massachusetts. He had been on 
duty at Cavite, P. I, since April & 1899, 
until ordered to China. 


Hopeful Feeling Prevails, 


The buoyant and hopeful] feeling of 
yesterday as to the Chinese situation was 


strengthened today by the addition of a 
confirmatory dispatch from Consul Fow- 
ler at Che Foo touching the gafety of the 
legationeers at Pekin-on July 9th. 

Of course it is understood that Mr. 
Fowler’s information came from the same 
fountain head as did Minister Wu's of 
yesterday, namely, the famous ~Yuan 
Shih Kal, the military governor 6f: Shan 
Tung province. Because of the very inti- 
mate relations that have existed up io a 
very recent day between thig official and 
the imperial court at Pekin, he having 
been commander of the imperial body- 
guard, there is a disposition here to at- 
tach more credence to his dispatches ihan 
would be accorded to those of other 
Chinese officials. This is based on the 
presumption that he has no Inducement 
to falsify the facts. 

Consul Generat Goodnow at Shanghal 
has cabled for a warship. His suggestion 
was merely precautionary ard sfter con- 
sidering it the navy department has with- 
held action in view of the fact that the 
Castine is at that port and foreign ships 
are on the way.

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CERMANY AND RUSSIA JOIN. 


Count Von Buelow Allays Russian 
Suspicions. 

Berlin, July 18.—From two sources, quite 
distinct, it is ascertained that Count von 
Buelow has fully succeeded in allaying 
the suspictons of Russia aroused by Em- 
peror William’s recent speeches and by 
other facts, and that an entente regard- 
ing future action in China has. been 
reached by Russia, Germany and France. 

The foreign secretary convinced Rus- 
sia that Germany would in nowise inter- 
fere with her plans in Manchuria and 
northern China, as well as Corea, and 
that Germany harbors no desire of terri- 


torial aggrandizement. 

Russia, on her part, agrees not to 
interfere with Germany's trade in Rus- 
sia’s sphere of influence in China after 


order has been re-established. 


The first result of this undérstanding 
has been the issuance of strict orders 
by Russian censorship to omit hence- 
farth all hostile press criticism regarding 


| Germany's action in China. 


In this latest arrangement Count von 
Buelow has the support of the influential 
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conservative party, with its court, army 
and navy ramifications, whose programme 
The Kreuz Zeitung has just defined: 

“Germany will join the Pekin cam- 
paign only as all the other powers shall 
do so. Her sphere of influence and her 
main action must not transcend Shan 
Tung. There is no question of new ter- 
ritory. 

“Germany must recognize any Chinese 
government able and willing to accord 
reparation and adjustments. Her Chinese 
interests will be best served in accord 
with France and Russia.’’ 

The Berliner Tageblatt’s correspondent 
at St. Petersburg declares that it cannot 
be doubted that Russia is preparing for 
a separate campaign against Pekin via 
the north by land. He adds that Russla 
does not believe the allied campaign from 
Tien Tsin will be successful or in time. 

The latest series of Chinese attempts to 
gloss over the ugly facts in China, which 
has been undertaken in Washington, Lon- 
don and St. Petersburg, and by Li Hung 
Chang at Canton, is regarded here as a 
revival of the Chinese cunning campaign 
of lies for the purpose of provoking dis- 
cord among the powers and of retarding 
and weakening the joint campaign. 

The Chinese minister, Lu Ha Huan, has 
not yet presented to the foreign office a 
copy of the document presented by his 
colleagues in Washington, London ana 
Paris. Since he has been forbidden by 
Count von Buelow to send any more cipher 
telegrams, and thus been deprived of for. 
warding information regarding the mili- 
tary preparations, he has not ventured out 
of the Chinese legation. Acting upon his 
advice a majority of the Chinese resi- 
dents in Germany have left the country 
during the last two days. 

The impression in official circles here is 
that the situation is growing steadily

Lu Yee To Enlist 7,000 More’ Men 
s at Once. 

Hong Kong, July 17.—Lu Yee, the black- 

flag chief, whose forces probably num- 


. ber 15,000 men, has obtained permission 


to enlist 7,000 more. 

A sigaificant passage in the appeal pre- 
sented to Li Hung Chang by the Chinese 
merchants and gentry of Canton request- 
ing him not to leave that city, mentions 
that Canton has only provisions for four 
months, and urges the formation of a 


‘company to buy rice abroad and to pre- 


pare to resist foreign invasion and to pro- 
tect the frontier. — 


RUSSIAN TERRITORY INVADED. 


Chinese Show Warlike Intentions in 
Amur, 

St. Petersburg, July 18.—Reports have 
been received by the Russian general staff 
from the Amur district showing that the 
Chinese have made serious preparations 
there and are concentrated on the rail- 
way line from Aigun and Saghalien. They 
are well supplied with artillery and have 
large quantities of munitions. 

The Russian general, Gribovski, after 
reconnoltering the district, returned to 
Blagovetchensk, capital of the province 
of Amur, on Monday. 

Other official reports confirm the serious 
news of the stoppage of work on the Man- 
churian railway, owing to Chinese at- 
tacks, especially at Chabin, where an at- 
tack by 400 Chinese was repulsed on July 
th. Charbin is in a critical state, being 
cut off from the west, south and north. 

The Russian troops have been sent from 
different points to protect the railways. 
The Chinese, however, are still working 
on the eastern section of the line, whic 
gives hope that energetic measures may 
succeed in restoring order. 

General Nieh Reported Killed. 

In the opinion of the general staff, the 
chief commander of the allied forces at 
Tien Tsin, will eventually devolve upon 
the Russian vice admiral, Alexieff, in con- 
junction with the Japanese commander- 
in-chief. 

A special commission is sitting in St. 
Petersburg daily to arrange for the dis- 
patch of troops to the far east. 

It is announced from Shanghai that Gen- 
eral Neth has been killed, but there is no 
confirmation of the rumor from Tien Tsin. 

The consuls at Shanghai have agreed to 
regard the viceroy of Nankin as the chief 
authority so far as the collection of rev- 
enue is concerned. When the viceroy was 
informed of this attitude he appointed Mr. 
Taylor statistical secretary of customs, to 
be inspector of customs ad interfm in 
succession of Sir Robert Hart. |

of the executive.”’

JAPANESE BLEW UP GATE. 


Admiral Seymour Cabled of Big 
Engagement. 

London, July 18.—In the house of com- 
mons today the parliamentary secrétary 
for the foreign office, Mr. Brodrick, read 
a dispatch from Admiral Seymour, dated 
Taku, July 15th, giving an account of the 
capture of the native city of Tien Tsin 
by the allied forces. 

According to this dispatch, on the 
morning of July 14th the Japanese biew 
up the gate and entered the city, the 
others following. 

On the right the Russians captured a 
battery on the bank of the Liu Tal canal 
consisting of twelve small guns. The 
other troops all engaged on the left. About 
8,000 in all were engaged, and over 700 
were killed or wounded, the Japanese be- 
ing the heaviest losers. The British had 
twenty killed and ninety-three wounded. 
The Chinese troops fled, in what direction 
is not known. 


MRS. CONGER FELT NO FEAR. 


Letter from Minister’s Wife Tells oi 
Situation. 

Des Moines, Iowa, July 18.—The last let- 
ter written by Mrs. Conger to friends 
here, in which she expressed herself as to 
the conditions about Pekin so far as 
known, was under date of May ist, short- 
ly after the return to China: from this 
ccuntry.

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FAC-SIMILE OF THE DAILY REBEL HEADING, 


HE Daily Rebel, the most popular 

confederate paper published during 

the war, came into extstence August 
13, 1862, at Chattanooga. It was ushered 
into the world with much eclat and its 
end was in the ashes of humiliation. 
From its first issue to the last The Rebel 
was defiant, hopeful and plucky. It had 
its days of triumph and of humiliation as 
well. When the brilliant editor-in-chief, 
Henry Watterson, criticised in severe 
language the tactics of General Braxton 
Bragg, while the army was in Chatta- 
nooga, The Rebel congratulated itself 
that the “pen was mightier than the 
Sword;’’ but when later on, while the 
Paper was being published in Marietta, 
Ga., and General Bragg demanded either 
the discharge of the editor or a discon- 
tinuance of the paper among the soldiers 
of Bragg’s army,.then it was The Rebel 
felt that the sword was entirely too keen 
for the pen. i 

In the spring of 1863 tt became evident 
the federals were getting along toward 
Chattanooga, and the publisher of The 
Rebel, Franc M. Paul, packed up and 
Taoved to Marietta. Watterson and his 
cé-laborer, Albert Roberts (“John Hap- 
Py”) remained over in Chattanooga a 
few days after the paper left. The feder- 
als slipped up on the north side of the 
river and shelled the town; the two pencil 
Pushers suddenly longed for a sight of 
Georgia soil, and they very quickly 
found it. “ 

It was shortly after they arrived in 
Marietta that the incident referred to oc- 
curred. Mr. Watterson arranged with 
General Leonidas Polk and joined hie 
staff. He had to go, as The Rebel 
would have suffered great loss of its cir- 
culation if the army of Tennessee was 
cut off. Mr. Watterson did not write an-" 
other line for the paper. Shortly after 


joining the army,’ he came to Atlanta 
and connected himself with one of the pa- 
pers here—The Memphis Appeal, I think. 
After the battle of Mission Ridge, No- 
vember 2, 1863, it became evident the 
federals intended to invade Georgia and 
capture Atlanta, ‘‘ the heart of the con- 
federacy.’"’ So the publisher of The 
Rebel began to figure on another move. 
This resulted in the selection of Griffin, 
although Atlanta was strongly thought 
of as the next stopping place. No doubt 
the publisher felt that Atlanta would 
fall and that Griffin would be a safe 
place to go to. The paper was carried 
there some time in the winter of '63 or 
spring of '64. The campaign in north 
Georgie opened up in May and the ob- 
jective was Atlanta. By the time the 
battles aroumd Atlanta begun in July, 
The Rebel had shaken Griffin dust from 
its shoes and jumped to Selma, Ala., and 
there the federals caught the paper they 
so greatly despised. They made a bon- 
fire of the files of the paper, broke up the 
great. drum cylinder press that for many 
months had ground out thousands of 


copies a day, and pied the types, burned | 


all the racks, etc. In short, made a 


wreck’ of it. es 

It is.a fact that no paper so fired the 
confederate soldier as The Rebel. In 
fact, wherever it circulated the people 
hailed its daily. visits with delight. The 
very name was inspiring—its editorials 
were generally vigorous and brimming 
over with. ‘good news from the front’’— 
generally by grapevine, but always tinged 
with roseate hues. The Rebel was al-

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“JOE” HALL DISCUSSES A 
NEW PLAN FOR DEPOT 


Colonel Joseph Hall, of Bibb, who as a 
member of the last house of representa- 
tives is well known to Atlantians as the 
man who did all he could to defeat the 
depot bill—and succeeded—has to a degree 
repented that part of his legislative rec- 
ord. That is to say, Representative Hall 
is convinced now that Atlanta needs a 
union station worthy of the name, al- 
though he is still congratulating himself 
that he did not give his support to the 
plan which was proposed in the last 
house to bring the new depot about. 

It has been a hobby of his for a num- 
ber of years that the state has no right 
to improve its terminal property in this 
city by erecting a new depot, and to this 
proposition he announces he will con- 
tinue to adhere. 

It has been stated in some quarters that 
his antagonism to the idea of a new sta- 
tion in Atlanta has perceptibly increased 
his popularity in Macon, but that his re- 
cent re-election could lgejve resulted or 
been due to any such cause is hardly 


probable. 

Representative Hall came up to the city 
yesterday to attend the supreme court, 
which takes up the Macon circuit for oral 
argument this morning. He showed a 
cheerful willingness to discuss the depot 
problem in which he has taken so unique 
a@ part. 

“You know,” he said, “I think I shall 
help Atlanta to get a new station when 
the next legislature convenes. The pres- 
ent station certainly needs improvement. 
There is that $600,000 lying idle in the 
treasury and it might be built with that.” 

“What $500,000 do you refer to?’ he was 
asked. . 

“Why the money placed on deposit 
there in bonds by the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis railroad. The state 
required the deposit as a guarantee that 
the terminal property would be well 
cared for? Why, the depot has been con- 
demned by the city authorities as a 
nuisance and an eye sore and nebody has 
thought of the deposit in the treasury 
given with the understanding that the 
state should use it in improvements when 
the lessee road failed of it’s duty. 

“I-am just as much opposed now as I 
was at the last session to the building of 
a new station with the state’s money. 
The state has nothing to gain out of such 
improvement and the only road that 
ghould be held respensible for the condi- 
tion of the present station is the lessee 
road, the Nashwille, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis.”’ |

As a matter of fact, no party hag the 
power to make a paramount is- 
sue except in the actual carrying 
out of a policy. An issue does 
not become paramount sfmply. be- 
cause a number of interested per- 
sons desire it to be paramount. 
When a question is paramount it is the 
subject of constant discussion, ag the 
issue was four years ago. But that is- 
sue is not discussed now. It has been 
Pushed aside, whether temporarily or 
permanently we do not know, by ques- 
tions that strike the people as more 
important and instantly pressing. In 
any given national campaign the ques- 
tion that attracts the most attention 
and discussion ig the paramount issue. 
Sometimes it is the tariff question, 
sometimes the money question. For 
long years before the war the issue 
was state sovereignty. Paramount 
issues arise from the course of events 
and are created by the friction between 
parties. Occasionally they seem to be 
quite accidental in their nature, as, for 
instance, the greenback question. 

By no possibility can the silver ques- 
tion be made the chief issue in the 
present campaign. The republican lead 
ers Would be gied to make it so, but 
even the editors who proclaim its im- 
portance do so in little paragraphs that 
are snowed under by an avalanche of 
long articles devoted to the discussion 
of imperialism. This does not mean 
that the importance of bimetallism has 
fEclined, but that other issues have 
arisen which are more vital in their 
relations to the institutions of the re- 
public.

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Suggestions from Cleveland. 
We have had occasion heretofore to 
hint at the difficulties which surround 
the councilmen of some of our larger 
cities, connected with their control of 
valuable franchises. 

The other day a new development Was 

brought to light in Cleveland, where 
Senator Hanna carries on the benevo- 
lent role of town developer. Council- 
man Charles W. Toland, in an address 
to the people of his ward, told them 
“to go to the council chamber with 
pleces of rope for the purpose of sum 
gesting lynching as a means of prevent- 
ing the passage of an ordinance ex- 
tending the franchises” of a local rail- 
road company. 
Defending his advice to the people, 
Councilman Toland said: ° 
I have been criticised for what I said, 
but I meant every word of it. The people 
of Chicago set an example when they 
prevented the giving away of valuable 
franchises by gathering in force in the 
council chamber and displaying pieces of 
hemp suggestive of a rope. That had 
the desired effect, and the franchise ordi- 
nances were not passed. They said to 
their councilmen, in effect, “If you be- 
tray us, if you give away our streets, we 
will hang you.’”’ The recent action of the 
council in giving away a franchise on Eu- 
clid avenue shows that the corparations 
control members enough to get what they 
want. 

I believe that this council is corrupt and 
I have good reasons for thinking so. Here 
are franchises worth $30,000,000, and if the 
people are not alert they will be given 
away for practically nothing. I know 
what I am talking about, and I hope 
something will be done to prevent this 
action. 

The news story goes on to tell of the 

indignation of the councilmen brought 
under suspicion, all of whom, however, 
were content with firing paper bullets 
in their defense.

There is one thing which seems to 
preserve its imperturbability in all this 
Chinese business, and that is the unc- 
tuous smile of Wu Ting Fang. 

Claiming to be in communication 
with Pekin, while he can fill the news- 
papers with Chinese apologies for the 
existing order of things, he is unable 
to get the slightest token from the be- 
leaguered members of the foreign lega- 
tions. Already he has succeeded in 
throwing dust into the eyes of diplo- 
macy, and soon we will be wondering 
at ourselvés for doubting such amiable 
people as the boxers are made of. 

Civilization has duties in protecting 
foreign ministers, but it hardly fol- 
lows that one who is but little better 
than a spy should be given the freedom 
of the country when he cannot exercise 
his offices in the interest of humanity. 
Wu Ting Fang is clever—apparently 
much too clever for the’ men with 
whom he seems to be dealing, but he 
should’ not be permitted to mislead 
those whom he has deceived.

One of the most difficult responsibili- 
ties of heirs to estates is to guard the 
“old man” against the wiles of young 
women who would like to undertake 
the care of his declining years.

The fulfillment of an unusual life 
contract has been brought: into promi- 
hence by a suit for division filed in a 
Chicago court. 

The allegatios’& are that Walter Ash- 
ley Newberry lived in Detroit 1884, 
roor almost to the verge of want, but 
he was to come into possession of $400,- 
000 from the Newberry estate when the 
widow of the wealthy Chicagoan died. 
Walter L. Newberry died in 1868, leav- 
ing a fortune of nearly $5,000,000. By 
the terms of his will his widow and 
two daughters were to enjoy the in- 
come from the estate while they lived. 
If the two daughters died without is- 
sue the estate was to remain intact, 
When the widow died, -however, and 
providing both the daughters had died 
without issue, then the estate was to be 
divided. The daughters died without is- 
sue before 1888. The next year a syndi- 
cate was formed by Jesse H. Farwell 
and Milt6én H. Butler. The syndicate 
struck a bargain with Walter Ashley 
Newberry. He was to be paid $5,000 
each year by the syndicate until he 
came into hig share of the Newberry 
estate. In return the nephew was to 
give over one-third of his share to the 
two wealthy men when he received it. 

In two years Mrs. Newberry died. 
The nephew received his share of the 
estate, He lived right up to the agree- 
ment, and the syndicate received some- 
thing over $180,000 for the $10,000 
advanced. Milton H. Butler is now 
dead. Jesse H. Farwell is still one of 
the leading capitalists of Detroit. The 
partition bill filed in the superior court 
is. to divide between Mr. Farwell and 
the Butler estate one of the lots of land 
which the syndicate received from the 
Newberry estate. 

This will open a new field for the in- 
vestment of capital which can afford 
to wait a long time.

‘ The Useless Buttons. 

Editor Constitution—What is the origin of the 
useless buttons on the sleeves and on the back 
of a coat? ; PrP. T. @ 

Frederick the Great was very particular about 
the uniform of his soldiers, and he discovered 
that many of them were in the habit of wiping 
the perspiration from their faces with their 
coat sleeves, thus soiling the sleeves. To stop 
this practice, Frederick ordered a row of 
buttons to be placed on the upper side of each 
Sleeve. After that when a soldier undertook 
to draw his sleeve across his face the buttons 
made him desist and thus the habit was broken 
up, but the buttons remained. As for the tails 
of a coat, when a man carried a sword he 
held his sword belt in place by means of but- 
tons on the back of the coat. But although 
swords and sword belts have long gone out 
of fashion two buttons on the back remain. 


The Atlantic Cables. 

Editor Constitution—Do the Atlantic cables 
rest on the bottom of the ocean or not? What 
is the thickness of the Atlantic cable; when 
was it completed and who owns it? N. 

It would be impossible to lay a cable acros 
depressions in the bottom of the ocean: the 
cable would naturally sink to the lowest depth. 
Submarine cables, being subject to continual 
abrasions, are encased in an armor of steel 
wire, inside of which armor is a coat of in- 
sulating material. The size of the cables vary 
from one and one-quarter to two inches in 
diameter. There are twelve cables at present 
across the Atlantic ocean, five belonging to the 
Anglo-American Telegraph Company, six to the 
Commercial Cable Company, one to the Direct 
United States Cable Company, two to the 
Western Union Telegraph Company and one by 
the Freneh Cable Company. The first cable 
was successfullly laid by Cyrus W. Field Au- 
gust 5, 1858. This worked only a short while, 
and ft was not until July 27, 1866, that the 
great problem was successfully solved. 


Strength of China,

A publication to hand says that what is 
known as China proper hag an area of |,336,- 
84! square miles, or less than one-half that 
of the United States, upon which there is a 
population of 386,000,000. So far the chief 
disturbances haye taken place in the province 
of Chili, but there is a promise of a sympa- 
thetic movement in Shantung to the south 
and Shansi to the west. A table of comparisons 
may assist American readers to understand just 
what the Chinese names stand for:

The truth is, this is one of the most 
remarkable groups of battlefields in the 
history of the world. 

The whole federal campaign, from Chat- 
tanooga in this directizgn, had but one 
object—Atlanta, and only Atlanta. 

The battles fought at Kennesaw, New 
Hope church and Jonesboro all belong to 
the Atlanta cluster. 

Of course there were other great fights 
here on che edge of the city. and among 
them was the battle of Peachtree creek. 

And, by the way, the story.of this fight 
is worth telling again at this late date. 


General Joe Johnston was unexpected- 
ly relieved of his command, July 17, 18, . 
and Hood took charge the next day. 

The federals had then crossed the Chat- 
tahoochee, and had reached Peachtree 
creek, less than five miles from the city. 
Hood knew nothing of Johnston’s plans, 
and was forced to act hastily. He was a 
brave, but reckless commander, and had 
no patience with a Fabian policy. He 
wanted decisive results at once. 

Johnston planned it so that the federals 
would cross the river north of Peachtree 
Creek, divide their forces, and attempt to 
surround the city. 

His idea was to first attack and destroy 
the army of the Cumberland,.and then 
attack Schofield and McPherson. 

Hood had about the same idea, but his 
methods were different. Johnston intend- 
ed to draw the enemy into positions | 
where his well-fortified men would have 
the advantage. Hood did not understand 
this policy. He was aggressive, and de- 
cided to fight in the open. 


Johnston had spent three months plan- 
ning the battle. If he had drawn the fed- 
erals down the valley, the confederate3, 


and it would have been almost impossible 
for the federals to have made a successful 
retreat through that narrow valley and 
across the creek. The fight lasted less 
than two hours, but was one of the hot- 
test of the var. 

In his ‘“Memoirs’”” General 
gives this trief account 2f it:

Much dis- 
cussion ef the south’s resources and the 
great benefits to be derived by instituting 
an industrial university in this section of 
the country and opening the Coosa river 
go that it would become navigable was 
indulged in.

“house was comfortably filled with mem- 
bers when President J. K. Orr called the 
convention to order. In a short and .com- 
prehensive manner he told of the history 
of the league and the object of its forma- 
tion. 

He referred to the prosperity of the 
farmers; of the advancement made in all 
branches of industrial pursuits; of the in- 
ereasing number of cotton mills through- 
out this section; the recent increase in the 
pree of cotton is directly traceable to the 
gotton consumed by these mills. 

“The Hon. Pope Brown is my authority 


for the statement that the wheat culture 
ip the state of Georgia has come to stay. 
I give it to you as my deliberate opinion 
that in the near future the banking re- 
serve of this country will be held by 
the agricultural districts,’’ he said. 

At the conclusion:of President Orr’s ad- 
dress he introduced F. H. Richardson, 
who delfvered the address of welcome in 
the absence of Governor Candler. 

In a few well chosen words Mr. Rich- 
ardson assured the members of the league 
of a hearty welcome. 

J. M. Wilkinson, of Valdosta, replied 
to the address of welcome. Mr. Wilkin- 
s0n said he was glad he was able to con- 
tribute something to the upbuilding of 
his country.

Mr. Ashcraft’s resolution was referred 
to the committee on resolutions, but it 
was recalled at the afternoon session. 

The Afternoon Session. 

At 8 o’clock in the afternoon a large 
number of the members of the league 
were in their seats in the convention hall. 
President Orr soon entered, accompanied 
by Hoke Smith, who was to make the 
address of the day. 

Mr. Smith’s address was along the lines 
of education. He discoursed at length on 
the necessity of a practical education. 

“T am not opposed to a collegiate edu-~- 
cation,” said Mr. Smith, “but I am op- 
posed to a boy going to college and learn- 
ing nothing but what is in books from 
a man who knows nothing but what fs in 
books. 

“Let our boys turn their minds toward 
the work of producing. What we need 
is doers, not talkers. I am also opposed 
to the boy leaving the farm. Let him 
stay there, but let him learn how to be 
master of his farm. Teach boys not 


‘only to think, but to do. Let the learn- 


ing of woodwork and iron work be part 
of their training.” ‘ 

Mr. Smith compared the resources of 
the south with those of foreign countries. 
He said the south needed manufacturing

The address in full is as follows:

this convention: 

To the Public:. This convention of southern 
busiress men, convened under -he auspices of 
the Southern Industrial League, to consider and 
issue a public address setting forth the views 
of southern business men, hereby declares as 
follows: 

We stand for all policies that lend substan- 
tial aid to American industries. We believe 
» trat southern interests may be served best 
through co-operation between the sections. The 
south, now in the infancy of her development, 
will prosper under the same policies that have 
built up other sections of our country. We 
declare that the south has no ccmmercial or in. 
dustrial intarests that are not commc«n to the 
proeperity and welfare of the entire coun- 


We believe that the question of market ex- 
tersion is the most important industrial prob- 
lem now demanding solition ty the American 
pecple. We produce 60 per cent of the world’s 
cotton, and operate only 20 per cent of the 
world’s spindles. ‘The factories of other coun- 
tries take our raw material end sell the fin- 
ished product :n the markets of the world, 
while our factories are forced to depend, almost 
entirely, upon home demand. The industrial 
progress of our country depends upon the util- 
ization ‘of our raw materials. Our raw mate- 
rials must be manufactured at home, and when 
inanufactured they must be marketed. The 
world’s commercial battle ground, for a long 
time to come, will be South Africa, South and 
Central America, Mexiso ani China; and we 
strongly commend to the attention of our na- 
tforal government ‘he wisdom of developing 
and stimulating, in every frossible way, cur 
trade with those countries. We believe that the 
construction of the Nicaragua canal would be 
of great benefit to che general interests of this 
ccovntry. We beliéve that our traling stations 
established in Hawaii, and the Philippine isl- 
ands, will prove a tremendous value to the 
carse of market extension. These trading sta- 
ticns will put us at the very doors of the Orient, 
while the American houses established in Porto 
Rico will put us in closer relation to the vast 
trading territory of Central and South Amer- 
ica. 

We believe that better American ocean ship- 
ping facilities would greatly encourage the de- 
vezopment of foreign markets for American 
manufactures. The products of our mills and 
factcries, going to foreign ports, must now 
await the pleasure and coavenience of ship- 
masters who are controlled by the interests and 
the laws of other natious. Ninety per cent of 
cur exports today are carried in vessels flying 
the flags of other nations. Over and above this 
lavish tribute ts foreign ship owners, Amer- 
ican manufacturers are harassed by ruinous de- 
lays, resulting from present conditions. Ves- 
sel owners are compelled to give frst place 
to chipments from the country whose flag they 
fly. We ara without ships, consequently our

manufacturers who are seeking foreign trade 
must depend upon the ships and the favor of 
their competitors. This is illogical end wrong. 
We therefore recommend the establishment 
of steamer lires between our Atlantic ports 
and the tradiug ports of Central and South 
Pacific ports to China, the Philippine islands 
America and South Africa, and from our 
Pecific ports to China, the Philippine islands 
and Australia, and to other ports that may 
promise reasonable. oportunity for the intro- 
duction of American manufactures; and we 
urge the adoption of a policy calculated to en- 
courage and stimulate the establishment of 
such steamer lines. — 

We believe that the workman is the bulwark 
of American industry. His profitable em- 
ployment is, therefore, a problem deserving the 
best thought of the nation. When ovr work- 
men are employed and well paid, all interests 
prosper. When they are without profitable em- 
Ployment, all interests suffer. Every pound of 
raw material exported lessens the wage-earn- 
ing power of our workmen; every article made 
in another country, and brought here to be 
sold in competition with an American made 
article, beats down wages and blocks the prog- 
ress and welfare of our work nen. We have the 
cepital, the experience and the will to meet and 
conquer these coadjitions. The work is in prog- 
ress today. At the present ri tio of increase, 
our factory development will practically put an 
end to the export of raw materials within). the 
next decade, and our surplus will go abroad 
in manufactured: form. How will this révolu- 
tion of industrial conditions affect the American 
Workman? All depends on the basis upon 
which he must compete with the cheap labor 
of Evrope. The American manufacturer who 
pays $2 per day cannot competé on equal terms 
with the European manufacturer who puys his 
men only 50 cents per day; hence, we declare in 
favor of maintaining the standard of American 
labor by a scale of import duties that shall be 
egtal to the difference between the European 
scale of wages and the American scale of 
wages. 

Now that we are seeking to enter foreign 
markets, and must compete with other great 
ccmmercial nations for a share of the world’s 
trade, it is necessary ‘hat our monetary system 
shall be international. And it is necessary, 
too, that our trade with the world at large shall 
increese; else American progress has reached 
its limit. Our .noney passes current today 
throughcut the civilized world—let us see to 
it that this condition is maixtained. 

The question of adjustments in bankruptcy is 
of great importance to commercial interests. 
To prevent fraud and grant justice to all con- 
cerned is extremely difficult. The national 
bankruptcy law of 18938, now in force, has reine- 
died many of the evils in practice prior to its 
adoption, but experience has proven the law 
defective in many iruportrnt particulars, and 
we Lelieve that it should be materially amend- 
ed. We suggest the following changes: 1. That 
the United States district court be given exciu- 
sive jurisdiction, in law and in equity, of all 
matters pertainfgg to the administration of the 
estate of the bankrupt, whether it -be mattcrs 
against the bankrupt, or between the trustee 
and some adverse claimant. 2. The law is na- 
tional and should be uniform in the matter of 
exemptions, as in its. other features, and we 
recommend that it be so an ended as to allow 
@& small uniform exemption and that exemp- 
tion be limited to household and kitchen furni- 
ture and wearing epparel, of a value to be 
stated. 3% So as to render void any pretcnse 
made by mortgage or transfer of real or per- 
sonal] property not recorded four months be- 
fore the filing of the petition in bankruptcy. 4. 
So that no person or firm may take advantage 
of the benefits of this law more than once. i. 
So as to allow the court to immediately ap- 
polnt the trustee in cases where the assets con. 
sist of perishable property, or property re- 
quiring the appointment of.@ temporary re- 
ceiver, thus avoiding the expense of the teni- 
porary receivership.

YOUNG EBBERT EXONERATED | 
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Council again wrangled over the water- 
works question yesterday afternoon. It 
was a more dignified discussion than oc- 
curred last Monday afternoon, and only 
a few eS, Ss participated in 
it. The outcome s the adoption of 
a resolution appointing a committee of 
three to confer with the waterworks com- 
mittee in regard to the recent breaks at 
Hemphill station. Council refused, almost 
unanimously, to reconsider its action of 
last Monday by which it referred the 
question to the waterworks committee. 

Alderman Beutell, for some reason that 
he aid not explain. except to say he 
thought it would he a more satisfactory 
arrangement, wanted the matter taken 
out of the hands of the committee on 
waterveorks and given to a committee of 
three members of council. It was this 
that precipitated the discussion in coun- 
cll. 

As a starter. Alderman Beutell intro- 
duced a resolution providing for a com- 
mittee of three councilmen to investigate 
and report upon the cause of the breaks. 
This resolution was adopted. 

Then Alderman Beutell moved a recon- 
sideration of the former action of coun- 
cil by which the matter was referred to 
the committee on waterworks: This 
brought Councilman Minhinnett to his 
feet. He opposed what he believed to 
be a “slap in the face’’ for his commit- 
tee. Council refused to reconsider the ac- 
tion. 

Then the body. finding itself with two 
committees. both with instructions to 
perform the same duty, had but one thing 
to do. and that was to request that they 
act jointly. It was a peculiar action, 
but the motion asking that they méet 
together was adopted and the body passed 
to the routine business of the session. 

Last Monday’s Action. 

At the last session of council, it will be 
remembered, Alderman Welch introduced 
a resolution providing for a committee of 
well-known experts to examine and re- 
port upon the waterworks system of At- 
lanta and to investigate the cause of the 
recent breaks in the engines at Hemphill 
station. This caused a heated discussion 
and the introduction of many substitutes 
and amendments. Finally tht entire 
matter was referred to the committee on 
waterworks, 

In the vote on the adoption of the 
resolution of Alderman Beutell, only 
Councilman Harwell voted negatively. The 
resolution was adopted. f 

Alderman Beutel] then moved to recon- 
sider the action of last Monday. 

“That, I think, is another slap in the 
face for the waterworks committeé,’’ said 
Councilman Minhinnett. “I have spent 
some time already on this matter and 
have written a number of letters. I think 
my committee should be given a showing 
before being relieved in this manner.”’ 


Alderman Beutell Explains. 
“My reason for asking for a reconsider- 
ation,’’ said Alderman Beutell, “is that 


there are now two committees which will | 


work on the same thing. I think the 
three extra men will be able to get consid- 
erable information. that the waterworks 
committee will not be able to obtain.”’ 

Councilman Harwell entered the discus- 
sion at this juncture, 

“What information will the three extra 
men be able to get that cannot be secured 
by tht waterworks committee?” he asked, 
looking straight at Alderman Beutell, 

‘“‘My reason for wanting them instead of 
the committee,’ replied Alderman Beu- 
tell, “is that I think the arrangement 
will be much more satisfactory to this 
council and to the people of Atlanta.”’ 

“Do you state that as a fact?’ inquired 
Councilman Harwell, “‘or is it merely an 
assumption?’

State Pension Commis- 
sioner John W. Lindsey addressed the or- 
dinaries and asked that they co-operate 
with him in his work of attending to the 
applfcations of these pensioners.

Result of the Attempted Suicide of 
Kelly Christopher. 
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FOR DISORDER 


EBBERT FINED 


Physicians Think the Woman Has a 
Chance To Kecover—Evidence 
Shows Attempted Suicide. 


‘ In the recorder’s court yesterday after- 
noon William L, Ebbert, the young man 
who was taken from the room where 
Kelly Christopher was found by officers 
after she shot herse!f Tuesday night, was 
tried and fined $15.75 on the charge of be- 
ing drunk and disorderly. 

The woman is sald to be resting as well 
as might be expected, but it will be sev- 
eral days, perhaps, before it'can ce defin- 
itely known whether or, not the wound 
wijl prove fatal. 

All the evidence showed that the shovt- 
ing was a case of attempted suicide. 

Captain Jennings stated to the recorder 
that he and other officers found the wuo- 
man lying across a bed severely woundcd, 
and Ebbert was by her side acting in a 
very disorderly manner.. ‘Ebbert,’ said 
the captain, “‘was drinking, and he was 
removed to the police barracks.”’ 

A young man ‘testified that he was in 
the room with Ebbert and the woman, 
and that he heard no row. He said he 
saw the woman get up and leave the room 
suddenly. She went into the hall and a 
few moments later the report of the pistol 
was heard. 

Mrs. Rosa Gowan, who rooms in the 
building, corner of Alabama and Loyd 
streets, where the shvoting took place, 
testified that she saw Kelly in the hall, 
and Kelly. told her that she and Will had 
had a row and she intended to kill her- 
self. ° i 

‘Mrs. Ebtert,” stated Mrs. “Gowan, 
“walked down the hall and then I heard 
the pistel fire. I did not see the weapon.”’ 

A patrolman statéd that Ebbert was 
disorderly, and fought the cfficers who 
had him I|:ke a demon. 

It was in evidence that the weunded 
woman had exonerated Ebbert, so far aS 
the shooting was concerned, 

Ebbert made a short statement in which 
He said that he and the woman had had 
no row, and that she’ picked up a pistol 
from the mantel and went into the hail 
and shot herself. 

The recorder asked Ebbert if he wished 
to state who the woman was, and Ebbert 
replied: 

“T have no statement to make about 
that.” 

“There is nothing in the evidence here,”’ 
stated the recorder, “to show that Ebbert 
had anything to do with the shooting. He 
was disorderly, however, and I'll fine him 
$15.75.”’ 

The fine was immediately pald.

Today she lives and moves around her 
home, attending to her household duties, 
her motherly face wearing the smile pe- 
culiar to a true and brave woman. She 
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makes no hint or suggestion of her ter- 
rible past experience, and must be press- 
ed before she wil] disclose her sufferings. 

“They are past,”’ she will say. ‘“‘Why 
recount them? They were sad enough 
then. Time has changed things, and we 
are happy once more,” 

Then little by little the story can he 
coaxed from her. Ag she told it to me 
she sat in a broad comfortable rocking 
chair, rocking gently to and fro, as she 
moved a large palm leaf fan. Her hair, 


. Silvery white now, was parted in the mid- 


dle and drawn back from her sweet face. 

“Ah, those were sad times then. I arn 
giad you did not live to experience them. 
We were afraid night and day. We knew 
the women and children were in no im- 
mediate danger. The federal soldiers 
were brave men and did not make war 
on them. Yet there remained that never 
ending, lurking danger. 

“We were living then just where we 
are now, on the brow of this hill, known 
as King street hill. On the right side was 
Peachtree street hill. The hollow or dip 
between the hills was much greater then 
than now, as the streets have been filled 
in considerably. 

“When the federal troops came close to 
Atlanta and began shelling the city we 
decided we had better move to an old 
s0ap factory that had been built near 
what was then called Walton springs. 
Over the spring had been built a culvert. 
The second story of the soap factory was 
on a level with the top of the culvert and 
the basement was on a level with the 
ground surrounding the spring. 

“When the storming began we took 
refuge in the culvert, as it was hard!y 
Probable a shell would pierce its rock 
sides. All of the women and children in 
the neighborhood were there and we were 
forced-to place planks over the water in 
order to make room enough for all to ;/e 
down. During the day we would take 
exercise in the factory, as we somehow 
thought we were in more danger during 
the long, dreadful hours of the night 
than in the daytime, 

“The day on which I was wounded was 
a bright, sunshiny day. The trees outside 
and all nature looked so cheerful I decided 
to walk into the old factory. I went 


violently through 
struck me on the right hip, piercing the 
flesh and grinding the bones as if they 
were mere weeds. I tottered and fell help- 
less to the floor. 

“For a long time I did not know what 
was the matter with me. Slowly con- 
sciousness returned and it dawned upon 
me that I was wounded. My daughter 
had run for help, and I lay on the back 
porch of that old verandah, which had 
been almost completely demolished by the 
explosion of the shell, alone, unable to 
rise or drag myself from under the limbs 
of the tree and the timbers of the house 
that had fallen on me. 

“After a while three ladies came to 
help me. They removed the weights that 
were holding me down and then dragged 
me into the back room. An old rocking 
chair was brought and they lifted me into 
this and took me to the culvert. Here I 
remained until the next day, my hip 
paining me almost beyond endurance. This 
was on the 12th day of August, 1864. just 
two weeks prior to the entrance of the 
federal army into Atlanta. 

“On the day after I was wounded a 
small cot was devised by tying boards 
together and placing quilts over them. 
On this they removed me to the Central 
Presbyterian church, where I remained 
three weeks, until a lady sent her wagon 
to remove me home, This was just before 
the fall of Atlanta and its evacuation hy 
General Hood. 

“On the day the federal troops entered 
the city, General Hood exploded all the 
ammunition he could not take away with 
him. I was lying on my bed in the front 
room. The explosion was something terrl- 
fic and shook the plastering off the wal!s 
onto my bed, where I was lying. Large 
bits of it struck me in the face and deluged 
me with dust and mortar. I was not 
frightened, however, as I knew the con- 
federates intended destroying the ammu- 
nition. 

“During this time medical attention was 
scarce. There was only one doctor in the 
whole of Atlanta and he had more than 
he could possibly attend to. My wound 
troubled me excessively and I suffered 
from neglect. All of the negroes had left 
months before, and theré was no o in 
the house to do much of the housework. 
My children were all small, and my hus- 
band, who was a blacksmith in the employ 
of the confederate army, was busy night 
and day, shoeing the cavalrymen’s horses 
and making rivets for haversacks, The 
men were all in the army. The women, 
who were almost frightened to death, now

AGED CITIZEN A PRISONER. 


W. A. Downes, Aged 75 Years, Must 
Serve a Sentence of Two Weeks. 
A Pathetic Case. 

With his form bent and his hair snow- 
white from the infirmities and the cares 
of seventy-five years, W. A. Downes was 
sentenced to serve eléven days in the 
city prison yesterday by the recorder be- 
cause the aged man was unable to pay 
a fine of $5.75. : 

Under the evidence in court, Judge 
Broyles felt that he was obliged to im- 
pose the fine, but in mercy to the old 
man the recorder kept him from. going 
to the stockade, instructing the station 
sergeant to hold the prisoner at the 
barracks. 

The aged prisoner has resided in At- 
lanta for fifty-one years and for many 
years he was a conductor on the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad. He enlisted in 
the confederate army and was commf{s- 
sioned as a captain. Being an engineer, 
he was detailed for the service on the 
railroad in order that the troops might 
be moved from point to point. 

The officer who made the arrest stated 
that the old man had been drinking a 
great deal of late and that he had been 
warned to stay off the streets while 
under the influence of liquor. 

The old man made a plea to be let off, 
but the recorder told him that under 
the circumstances a fine must be im- 
posed.

The recorder had Downes held at the 
barracks, where he will have to remain 
a prisoner for two weeks unless some 
kind-hearted citizen goes to his rescue.

TAY OF ANXIETY 
FOR THE SHORTS 


General Course of Events Favored 
the Bull Faction, 


LIVERPOOL MARKET WILD 


Scored the Most Remarkable Up- 
sums In Years. 


FOREIGN SHORTS PANIC-STRICKEN. 


Due to Rumor That Neill Had Issued | 


a Circular Claiming Crop Had 
Been Irreparably Dam- 
aged — Fields Being 
Deserted. 


New York, July 18.—It was a day of great 
anxiety for shorts on the cotton exchange, and 
while the general course of events favored the 
bull faction, there were several periods + nen 
they, too, were much at sea as to just which 
way to turn. A glance at the Liverpool cable 
beard this morning showed that the English 
market had scored one of the most remarka- 
ble rrturns in many months, if rot years. Fu- 
tires abroad were 8 to 11% points higher on 
ths active months, and at the time of our open- 
ing were soaring at a nerve-trying rate at the 
best figures, showing a rose of 7% to 15 
peints. A hasty comparison of information 
from Liverpool showed thet shorts abroad 
had been thrown into @ veritable panic by a 
circular of Neill’s, said to claim that the crop 
had been irreparably damaged, and that fields 

‘were being deserted. Large foreigi buying 
‘orders helped to increase the consternation of 
over-eold .parties and immediately after the 
market opened there w3s & wild scramble to 
ect short accounts and to buy cotton for in- 
veestrent, the latter being limited almost ex- 
clusively to European interests. First sales 
showed an advance of 12 to 17 points. A brief 
halt for a better view of ‘he situation was fol- 
lowed by renewed efforts by bears to reach 
safe ground. By leaps and pounds prices jump- 
ed upward until August had reachei 9.40 and 
Janvary 8.31. Then came a partial relapse 
urder heavy. profit taking and moderate selling 
on the reaction velief. But soon after midday 
etop loss orders began to pour in fromm outside 
points and prices again took the up course at @ 
brisk pace. This spurt of buying carried Au- 
gust to 9.52, but failed to materially advance 
the new crop options, which were influenced 
by exceptionally fine crop reports and an ideal 
westher forecast. In mid-afternoon selling for 
both accounts became popular, under which 
prices crumbled ‘aplily. During the last hour 
the movement of prices was fitful, though in 
the main toward a lower level, shcrts having 
pretty well thinned out unprotected accounts, 
while longs which had held out for still higher 
prices became fearful of a beac turn under the 
ercouraging tenor of advices from the cotton 
belt.

PRIME ON CROPS. 


The Winter Wheat Harvest Is Near- 
ing Completion. 


New York Stockholder: Chicago, July 14.— 
Wars and rumors of war. Crop scares and 
rumors of crop scares. Rise in the markets and 
decline in the markets. Extreme heat and just 
the opposite, have kept us all on the anxious 
seat the present week. 

The most trying situation has been connected 
with the growing corn, 

We had a dry spring and a very dry winter, 
but until a very recent date, we have had no 
drought except in the spring wheat belt to 
seriously contend with. 

The country is now wrestling with dry weath- 

er and some areas have actually assumed a 
droughty condition, while in others it is only 
dry. 
_ Farmers have held on to their corn, feeling 
that it was better to keep what they have 
rather than speculate in maybes. Dealers in 
corn have found great difficulty the present 
week in getting corn to fill orders. 

The week is closing up with the temperature 
rising rapidly. and‘ the tension is more likely 
to be increased than otherwise. As a whole, I 
regard the outlook for corn just at this import- 
ant juncture rather in the light of what may 
be than what has yet actually taken place. 

The country is. just as much mixed up as it 
ever was on this crop with regard to its esti- 
mates of the spring wheat and it seems incred- 
ible that there could be such a difference as to 
the loss in the states of Minnesota and the Da- 
kotas. 1 

The recent rains, of course, had no beneficial 
effect on the damaged wheat, but they did 
prevent further depreciation in. that portion 
of the crop which had not been ruined. 

The country in the winter wheat belt has had 
a fine week for securing the late winter wheat 
harvest and it is not turning out any better 
in the Hessian fly districts than has been re- 
ported. 

There is still no disposition among farmers 

to crowd their wheat upon the market, and 
there is no doubt that they hold the key of the 
situation so far as prices are concerned this 
fall. 
In days gone by farmers were obliged to sell 
their crops at maturity. Now, as a class, they 
are in so much better shape that they do not 
part with them until prices are somewhat in 
line with their own ideas as to values.

Trade in wheat was only moderate and the 
@ourse of the market irregular. The opening 
was firm, September %c over the close yester- 
day at 77%@77%c. On this bulge were to be 
cound as influences higher cables from Liver- 
pool, small northwest receipts’ and unfavorable 
reports from the Dakotas. On profit taking 
September rallied to 77%c, but dropped off 
with great rapidity from that to 77%c. Again 
the hard fighting bulls forced the price back to 
77%@78c. In this they were assisted by cov- 
ering by scalping shorts for profits.

AD General Walker allowed himself | 
H« be guided by the advice of a 

chance pedestrian his men met on 
the.road on the: morning of July 22d it 
is more than probable that. history would 
have chronicled a 4ifferent tale of the 
battle of Atlanta. The circumstance was 
apparently insignificant and was so re- 
garded at the time. In the light of subse- 
quent events, far from being inconsequen- 
tlal, the advice of the stranger was of 
vast importance. 

On the morning of July 224 Thomas 
Moore, of Atlanta, an employee f the 
State road, was walking toward the city 
from the direction of Jonesboro. He was 
perfectly familiar with the road and the 
surrounding woods, as he owned con- 
siderable land in that immediate vicinity. 
As he reached that section of the woods 
where McPhersen’s monument now 
stands he met a number of confedeqrates 
advancing in the opposite direction. He 
was asked by an officer of Cheathsm’s 
brigade if he coujd pilot a few of his men 
across &4 swamp. He replied tbat he 
could, and suiting the action to the word, 
took .150 .men across: to the point indi- 
cated. 

later in the day he met two young wo- 
men, who rushed up to him excitedly and 
told him that the federal artillery -was 
stationed at a certain spot in the woods, 
describing the direction of the batteries 
with a degree of minuteness that Jeft no 
doubt in his mind of the exact location of 
the guns that were destined to be such 
death dealing instruments on that fatal 
day. This information he communicated 
to General Walker. 

“General Walker,” he said, ‘I can pilot 
your men to within fifty yards of the spot 
where the federal guns are now station- 
ed.” 

Such accurate knowledge seemed to 
strike General Walker as preposterous. 
He rejected the offer, although he must 
have appreciated fully the importance of 
the information, provided it was true. As 
events turned out it was the feder=l ar- 
tilery that repulsed the right wing of 
Walker’s army, and it was a federal shell, 
@red from this self same artillery, that 


This. incident is only one of many simi- 
lar onés which serve to demonstrate that 
it is the small things which shape im- 
portant events. No one claims that the 
general result of the encounter would’ 
have been otherwise had Genera] Walker 
allowed himself to be guided by Mr. 
Moore’s advice; but at the same time the 
chances are that the loss of life sustain- 
ed by the confederates would have. heen 
materially less. 

Thomas Moore is one of the best known 
and most prominent men jiving near At- 
lanta. He is one of the section's earliest 
Settlers and has been identified with At- 
lanta for considerably over half @ cen- 
tury: He was born at Abbeville, S. C., 
seventy-two years ago and moved to De- 
Kalb county, Georgia, in 1837. Since that 
time he has continuously resided in a 
short distance of Atlanta. 

It‘ was he who hauled from his saw- 
mill in DeKalb county the first load of 
timber used in the construction of thé 
First Methodist church. He also furnished 
the lumber used in building the Catholic 
church on Loyd street and many other 


well known public buildings, |Mr. Moore |

Personally Mr. ‘tenes is a charming 
man to meet. His mind its active and he 
converses on a wide range of subjects 
with great fluency. Yesterday afternoon 
he talked to a Constitution reporter at 
some length concerning the incident men- 
tioned. -at the beginning of this article, 
as well as on a number of other topics 
relating to the war. 

“During the war I-was in the employ 
of the state..road and’ in connection 
with Major George Hillyer was commis- 
sioned to purchase supplies for the con- 
federacy,’”’ said Mr. Moore. “Of this part 
of my life I coulu relate a number of 
incidents, but I fancy they would be of 
no particular interest in the present con- 
nection. Although I was not actively 
connected with the army, I witnessed 
the battles around Atlanta and was a 
participant in many of the events that 
followed them. In regard to the inci- 
dent at the battle of Atlanta, sometimes 
known as the battle of the 22d, the facts 
in the case are as follows: 

“On the morning of July 22d I was 
coming from the direction of Jonesboro 
when I met a number of confederates. 
Wash Collier, if I ar. not mistaken, was 

iding the army. An Officer of Cheat- 

am’s brigade asked me if I could pilot 
some of his men across a sWamp. The 
object was to form a V and cut off 
the federais supposed to be encamped 
in the woods. I took about 150 across 
to the point indicated, which was in the 
direction .of.East Atlanta, near Cobb’s 
mills. Shortly after that I met two of 
Mr. Cobb’s daughters, who ran out to 
me badly frightened and told me that the 
federal artillery was encamped in the 
woods very near the road, which was 
about three-quarters of a mile from 
where General McPherson feli. I was 
with an adjutant of the state troops at 
the time and communitated the fact to 
General Walker. He seemed to doubt 
my words and intimated that I popsesees 
entirely too much knowledge of the fed- 
eral lines to be sincere in my motives. 
I then offered to take his mén around be- 
hind and within fifty yards of the 6 
where the federals were encamped.

He was 
not taken, as he was not a citizen of At- 
lanta. He said he had been told if he 
came to Atlanta he woud be jJooked after 
and given medical treatment. 

The man’s home was in Anderson coun- 
ty, 8. C., in the country and he did not 
know of the rules governing city hos- 
pitats. 

The. police took the matter up, secing 
that the man was suffering and likely to 
die In the street, but the hospital refused 
to give the stranger a bed. 

Patrolman Charles Holt and - Special 
Officer Wilson at the depot took an In- 
terest in the case. They were kind to 
the stranger and saw that he did not suf- 
fer for the want of food, but it was medi- 
cal treatment and a bed upon which to 
rest that the man wanted mere than food, 

Hyman, was asked why he did not re- 
main in Greenville and he said that the 
authorities at Greenville would do nothing 
for him. 

“My God.” the. poor fellow. exclaimed 
pathetically last night.ag he lay upon a 
bench at the depot’ and moaned with 
physical pain, “it is a matter of life and 
death; I knew if I'staid in Greenville that 
the grave weuld quickly, claim me. I was 
told that Atlanta held the best people and 
the most charitable on earth and .I 
thought if I could. only get here all would 
be well.”’ 

The case was’ ‘placbd before City Warden 
Hunter and hé stated he would’ get. the 
man a ticket to Greenville. Byman cried 
out to be spared. 

_ You’ might as well shoot me and throw 
me into @ pauper’s grave,” he said, ‘“‘as 
to send me back to Greenville.” 

The warden was obdurate, It was back 
to Greenville or nothing, 

“Send me to Augusta. The people there 
are said to be good ‘and kind,” pleaded 
the sick man. 

The warden refused to get a ticket. to 
Augusta. 

Last night Hyman was stfll at ‘the de 
pot, as pitiful a specimen of homeless, 
friendless nuneeny ag one would care to 
look upon. 

‘Something will hive to be done for the 
man,” sald Officers Holt and Wilson last 
night. “He cannot. allawed to die here 
in the depot or on Ut \e street like a dog,”

HOW DR. R.J. MASSEY SAVED 
THE OLD STATE LIBRARY 


most prominent figures of 
history of Georgia is Dr. 
R. J. Massey, now an honored citizen of 
Atlanta, who was the surgeon in charge 
of Brown hospital, during the war be- 
tween the states. 

Dr. Massey is well known as, the man 
who saved the Georgia state library 
from destruction by the soldiers of Sher- 
man’s army, having been aided in this 
work by Colonel William Hawley, then 
of the Wisconsin cavalry, but now a 
membcr of the supreme court of Callifor- 
nia. 

Had it not been for Dr. Massey the 
valued library of Georgia would have 
been either burned or the books cut to 
pieces, and volumes that cannot now be 
purchased would have been lost to the 
state. 

When the war governor of Georgia, 
Hon. Joseph E. Brown, issued an order 
for the establishment and maintenance 
of a hospital in Atlanta for the treat- 
ment of soldiers of the confederate army 
wounded during the engagements in this 
state. Dr. R. J. Massey, who even then 
had considerable reputation as a practi- 
tioner throughout this section of. the state, 
was placed in charge. The excellence of 
this hospital under the direction of Dr. 
Massey and the splendid work done among 
the soldiers is still remembered by those 
who were in Atlanta at-the time, : 

When Sherman’s army began forcing 
its way towards Atlanta and the siege 
of this city became imminent, Governor 
Brown ordered Dr. Massey to move Brown 
hospital to Macon. There it remained 
some time. but later was removed a sec- 
ond time, then being established at. Mil- 
ledgeville, the war capital of the state. 

When Sherman's army reached - Geor- 
gia’s capital Brown hospital was not re- 


One of the 
the war-time 


moved, and when the northern soldiers’ 


entered the city thew found there among 
others, Dr. Massey, the surgeon in charge, 
who had remained at his post and was at- 
tending to his sick and wounded. Dr. 
Massey was furnished with a guard for 
his hospital and was given the freedom 
of the federal lines. 
Friendship Between {fEnemies. 

A strong friendship grew up between 
Dr. Massey and Colonel Hawley, which 
has continued until the present day. Dr. 
Massey likes to tell of his experiences 
during the time he was within the fed- 
eral lines, and has fully recounted his 
story in “‘Reminiscences of Brown Hospit- 
al.”" No portion of his story is more 
interesting than that which deals with 
the saving of the state library. 

Dr. Massey begins the account of how 
he saved the books of the state library 
by paying a tribute to Colonel William 
Hawley, then of the Wisconsin cavalry 
and provost marshal of the post, but now 
a member of the supreme court of Cali- 
fornia. Dr. Massey says of him: 

“Colonel Hawley. soon developed a

itly enjoyed my anomalous position, and 
always greeted me upon my dowble daily 
visits to his office with remarks of pleas- 
antry I have relished to this day. We 


‘soon became well acquainted amd I re- 


joiced to learn of his promotion to a seat 
upon the bench of the supreme court of 
the state of California. Doubtless, it is 
a fit testimonial of a high gift upon a 
worthy man. 

“Colonel Hawley’s headquarters were in 
Governor Brown's office in the capitol 
building, and directly Opposite the rooms 
of the state library. Upon one of my 
visits to his office, I saw quite a number 
of soldiers in the Mbrary committing most 
wanton destruction of the books. They 
would, in order that it should with dou- 
ble certainty be rendered of no value, 
take the finest and most costly volume, 
and after tearing out many leaves from 
the middle of the book, with their knives 
or swords, would cleave the book !n two, 
or would take books and papers by the 
armful and make bonfires of them on the 
capitol grounds. 


Hawley to the Rescue. 


“Colonel Hawley was standing looking 
on as I came up. He saw that I was 
pained at witressing such wanton Te- 
struction of so many valuable books and 
papers. He asked me if there was any 
book in the lot that I wanted; if so, to 
pick it out, and he would give it to me. 
TI asked him if he would give me the 
privilege to take away whatever books I 
wanted. To this he readily assented, say- 
ing, ‘I will give you the whole library if 
you want it.” I then took out several 
armfuls when Hawley asked me where 
was My man and wagon belonging to the 
hospital. ‘Go get them and haul away 
the books by the load.’ I at once called 
my man, he and I got the wagon and 
hauled to my office three loads when Colo- 
nel Hawley said: ‘Doctor, I'll not put you 
to the trouble. J’ll put you in possession. 
Take it and do as you please with it.’
